Letter from Mrs. M. Singh, A.N.A.T.D. (Hons.)

I would like to take this opportunity to tell you something of the ballet classes 
which have been running for just over a year. There was an enormous response from 
enthusiastic children, and most of my original little band are still faithfully 
plodding on. Their progress is such that I am extrement proud of them: they have 
already reached through sheer hard work a high standard which caused favourable 
comments by prominent ballet officials who watched last term. 

My aim is to teach them not just the technique of Russian ballet, but also a 
general awareness of body poise, interpretations of natural movements to music and 
expression through mime. It is important that a child wants to dance, regardless 
of her capabilities, even if with two left feet - it doesn't matter, providing that 
she is happy. If any parent would like her daughter to have more individual tuition 
or would like to know her weaknesses and such specifically, I would be more than 
happy to help. 

Regular classes - especially for the older girls - are important - because b z&* et 
is repetition and discipline; muscles require both in order to progress end 
For many this is not easy to understand. My infant children are a "Treat" ^ , 
hope that they will continue to do as well. 

I would welcome new pupils next term but will have to be selective to some degree 
as I have found several new pupils have come once or twice only* with no notification

3) Progressive Yoga posture 
to stimulate all internal systems and glands and lend strength and flexibility to 
the body. 4) Early steps to meditation to aid concentration, memory and mental 
balance. 5) Mantra Yoga (Yoga of sound) to stimulate energy centres and aid breath 
control. 6) Deep and completerelaxation to leave mind, body and spirit calm, 
energised end refreshed.
